TILE DRAINAGE CONTEST FOR
BOYS' AGRICULTURAL CLUBS

Gold Medal to the Boy Who Submits
the Most Approved Plan for Under-
drainage of a Field.

The North Carolina Drainage Asso-
ciation wishes to encourage the young
men of the State in underdrainage of
their wet lands in order that they may
reeceive a maximum yield with mini-
mum effort; and that the edueational
value of the Club work may be en-
To this end, the Association
offers a gold medal to the member of
the Boys' Agrieultural Clubs who sub-
mits the most approved plan for the
underdrainage of a field or portion of
a field.
The following rules apply:
1. The field may be of any size from
one acre up and may be selected by the
contestant from any land in which he
is interested.
2. The plans shall consist of:
(a) A -deseription of the field in-
cluding location, acreage, shape, top-
ography, description of the soil and the
